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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument that the 
references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., "when the 
method or system starts up, the amount of electric current is reduced, and the time required for starting the disk drives is kept to a 
minimum. These advantages flow from the fact that, if all of the disk drives are started up simutaneously, alarge amount of electric current 
is needed, but if the disk drives are started up one-by-one (as taught by Walberg, for example) in order to reduce the amount of electric 
current, along time is required to start up all of the disk drives" or "the output current required for each power groups would not be 
reduced") are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Applicant asserted's "Walberg does not suggest to start a group of spindle motors in the initial start-up as required by independent 
claims 56-58" and "Office Action does not assert that the admitted aer discloses the start-up of groups as required by the claims" which 
were the purposes of the 103(a) rejection. Walgerg does not discloses or suggest to start up a group of spindle motors but the admitted 
art does. So it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use the array disk 
system and Walberg's invention to start up a group of spindle motors. 
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
